The  Twenty-Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance of  North  Carolina  was  called  to  order  in  Alliance  Hall,  at 
Headquarters,  on  August  10,  1909,  at  12  o'clock  noon,  by  Presi- 
det  Joseph  E.  Peterson.

The  organization  of  the  State  Alliance  being  complete,  Presi- 
dent Peterson  delivered  his  Annual  Address  as  follows: 
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PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers  Alliance: — The  past 
year  has  glided  swiftly  by,  and  to-day  this  great  organization  is 
convened  in  its  twenty-third  session. 

PROGRESS. 

The  Alliance  has  gained  strength  and  influence  during  the  year. 
One  thing  has  delighted  your  President,  that  is  that  many  who  at 
one  time  thought  lightly  of  this  Order  now  have  profound  re- 
spect for  it,  and  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  act  discreet- 
ly, and  only  look  after  the  things  that  make  for  our  highest  in- 
terest that  the  work  and  purposes  of  our  Order  are  going  to  com- 
mend themselves  to  every  thoughtful  person.  It  is  now  under- 
stood that  the  Alliance  is  not  antagonizing  any  other  class  of  our 
people.  On  the  contrary,  the  Alliance  entertains  the  kindest  feel- 
ing for  persons  of  every  legitimate  vocation,  we  wish  them  all  suc- 
cess and  realize  our  mutual  dependence  on  each  other. 

RIGHT  THOUGHTS. 

The  chief  thought  that  ought  to  stimulate  us  now  is  to  farm  on 
the  intensive  plan.  Plant  less  acreage,  study  to  improve  soil  in  as 
substantial  and  economical  manner  as  possible,  making  more  on 
a  few  acres  than  was  formerly  made  on  many.  Do  not  lay  too 
much  stress  on  commercial  fertilizer,  the  barnyard  and  old-time 
compost  should  not  be  dispensed  with.  Shallow  plowing,  dragging 
over  clean  land  devoid  of  humus,  and  the  application  of  2  00 
pounds  of  guano  to  the  acre  will  cause  those  who  farm  thus  to 
occupy  a  place  in  the  rear  ranks  of  Southern  farmers  in  a  very 
short  time. 

APPRECIATION. 

The  farmer  has  taken  an  advanced  position  within  the  past  few 
years.  All  right  thinking  people  respect  him.  If  we  would  make 
this  opinion  enduring,  we  must  improve  our  condition  along  all 
lines.  The  best  thought,  the  best  effort,  the  best  treatment  of 
our  fellow-man  must  be  manifest. 

CAREFULNESS. 

We  are  prone  to  complain  at  the  treatment  we  receive  from  cot- 
ton exchanges,  and  I  say  unhesitatingly  that  this  has  often  been 
harsh  and  cruel,  we  condemn  speculation  in  cotton  futures  as  base 
as  any  gambling,  and  yet  here  in  North  Carolina  there  are  farm- 
ers who  are  selling  their  next  crops  before  they  are  made.  This  of 
itself  will  hammer  down  the  market.  I  do  not  think  this  is  a  wise 
thing  for  farmers  to  do.  I  suggest  the  careful  marketing  of  the 
present  short  crop  of  cotton. 

ORGANIZATION. 

1  want 'to  urge  as  complete  organization  of  the  farmers  as  can 
be  perfected.  This  will  enable  them  to  obtain  benefits  from  the 
Alliance  that  otherwise  they  would  not  enjoy. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  consider  the  advisability  of  having 
three  instead  of  five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  wheth- 
er the  saving  of  the  additional  expense  and  equal  service  from  a 
smaller  committee  would  not  do  as  well.  I  suggest  that  we  call 
the  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  the  advisabil- 
ity of  the  appointment  of  practical  farmers  as  inspectors  of  fer- 
tilizers. 

A.   &   M.   COLLEGE. 

This  institution  is  doing  a  good  work  for  agriculture.  We  trust 
as  many  farmers'  sons  as  can  will  endeavor  to  obtain  a  scholar- 
ship if  they  can  not  get  the  benefits  offered  there  otherwise. 

FARMERS'  INSTITUTES. 

The  work  being  done  through  and  by  the  State  Agricultural 
Department  can  not  be  estimated.  An  impress  is  left  on  every 
community  where  they  conduct  Institutes  that  will  tell  in  the 
years  to  come.  The  thing  to  be  regretted  is  that  we  did  not  un- 
dertake this  long  years  ago. 

EDUCATION. 

The  tidal  wave  of  education  in  North  Carolina  has  done  more 
to  open  the  eyes  of  the  farmers  than  all  other  agencies  combined. 
Its  splendid  influence  is  going  to  more  rapidly  increase  the  ca- 
pacity of  farmers  along  all  lines  in  the  near  future.  This  view  be- 
ing so  patent,  it  behooves  the  white  farmers  of  the  State  to  make 
any  sacrifice  necessary  to  educate  their  children. 

As  an  organization  standing  for  this  thing,  let's  make  this  one 
of  the  things  for  which  we  strive,  and  which  will  do  more  to 
give  dignity  to  honest,  faithful  labor  than  many  will  now  admit. 
We  do  not  mean  education  that  demands  a  "new  religion,"  but 
practical  education  based  on  common-sense. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

This  is  a  vital  question  that  comes  very  near  the  farmer,  yes, 
right  by  his  door.  It  means  comfort  to  man  and  beast,  it  means 
economy.  While  this  great  question  is  receiving  encouragement 
from  the  press  of  the  country,  from  merchants,  town  people  and 
statesmen,  it  should  be  supported  strongly  by  the  farmer,  who  of 
all  men  is  most  interested. 

HOME  SUPPLIES. 

None  of  us  can  be  independent,  but  the  farmer  who  largely  pro- 
vides necessary  support  at  home,  does  not  worry  about  the  men 
who  are  cornering  the  bread  and  meat  market  like  we  see  now. 
When  we  arrange  to  let  our  surplus  crop  be  the  money  crop,  we 
will  be  a  happier  and  more  prosperous  people. 

OUR    BUSINESS  AGENCY. 

Our  Secretary  and  Treasurer  will  report  on  the  office  work.  I 
think  it  would  be  to  the  decided  advantage  of  our  membership  to 
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keep  in  touch  with  our  business  agent  and  get  such  information 
as  he  may  be  able  to  give. 

OUR   LECTURER. 

I  think  the  time  now  ripe  for  increased  work  on  the  field.  Our 
Lecturer  has  done  good  service.  If  his  time  can  be  doubled  next 
year,  it  will  pay  a  good  dividend.  I  recommend  the  pressing  of 
work   along  this    line. 

PRINTERS*   INK. 

Some  means  of  reaching  the  people  through  "The  Progressive 
Farmer"  in  a  systematic  way  should  receive  our  attention  at  this 
session.  The  press  of  the  State  has  been  exceedingly  kind  to  the 
farmers'  Alliance.  They  have  cheerfully  made  notices  and  pub- 
lished matters  of  interest  during  the  year. 

THE  OUTLOOK,  v 

Never  since  the  oldest  of  us  can  remember,  and  doubtless  not 
since  the  morning  when  our  first  parents  were  driven  from  the 
Garden  of  Eden  to  dig  from  the  ground  the  means  of  human  ex- 
istence, has  the  earth  responded  more  fruitfully,  as  a  rule,  to  the 
effort  and  experience  of  man  than  now.  While  this,  doubtless,  is 
true,  each  year  now  unfolds  as  never  before  the  finest  fruits  of 
experience  and  endeavor,  and  we  realize  that  we  are  just  begin- 
ning to  learn  the  vast  possibilities  before  us  of  becoming  a  great 
agricultural  State. 

It  is  a  source  of  real  pleasure  to  us  that  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  our  country  is  brightening,  that  the  good  feeling  in  our 
Commonwealth  is  not  disturbed,  that  the  future  seems  hopeful, 
yet  we  hear  of  increasing  disregard  of  the  6  per  cent  interest  law. 
This  is  a  matter  that  public  opinion  ought  to  condemn  as  much 
as  the  violation  of  other  laws  that  oppress  our  citizens  in  the 
most  urgent  times  of  their  experience. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now  after  two  years  or  service  as  your  State  President,  and 
in  accordance  with  our  Constitution,  I  lay  down  the  gavel  to  be 
taken  by  my  successor.  How  well  I  have  served  you  I  leave  for 
you  to  determine.  I  have  tried  as  best  I  knew  to  create  all  over 
the  State  the  greatest  respect  and  confidence  in  our  organization. 
I  have  tried  with  your  State  Lecturer  and  Secretary  to  cement  the 
fellowship  of  our  brotherhood,  and  now  as  I  take  my  place  in  the 
ranks  as  a  private  member,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  honors 
you  have  conferred  on  me  and  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in 
me.  I  shall  remember  each  of  you  with  the  kindest  recollection . 
and  still  try  to  be  faithful  to  the  principles  of  the  Alliance,  which 
when  understood  and  observed,  makes  its  membership  good  citi- 
zens. 

I  bespeak  for  the  one  who  shall  be  chosen  in  my  place  the  cor- 
dial and  hearty  support  you  have  given  me  at  all  times.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY-TREASURER  AND  STATE  BUSINESS 

AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina: 

Brethren: — It  is  my  pleasure  as  well  as  my  duty  to  make  an 
annual  report  to  you  as  your  servant  for  this  my  second  term.  I 
regret  that  I  cannot  make  report  of  a  greater  volume  of  business 
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in  both  departments  of  my  work.  That  regret,  however,  is  les- 
sened by  the  knowledge  that  so  far  as  my  ability  would  serve  me, 
no  fault  is  in  my  office.  No  letter  of  inquiry  has  come  to  me 
that  has  not  had  due  and  prompt  attention;  indeed,  no  letter  of 
any  sort  has  been  neglected  so  far  as  I  believe.  I  invite  investiga- 
tion of  my  correspondence  as  shown  by  my  letter  files  and  press 
book.  You  should  remember  that  the  eastern  section  of  our  State 
in  which  our  strength  is  greatest  is  in  bad  shape  financially  on  ac- 
count of  the  extreme  wet  crop  seasons  for  the  past  three  years, 
which  has  caused  our  people  to  be  without  ready  money  with 
which  to  buy  for  cash;  therefore,  they  are  unable  to  stand  by  and 
buy  through  your  Agency,  which  fact  causes  a  great  many  to  be 
less  interested  in  the  Farmers'  Alliance.  Your  expenses  have 
been  great  for  this  year,  most  of  which  need  not  again  occur  for 
several  years  to  come,  every  item  of  which,  I  think,  you  would 
accept  had  I  the  opportunity  to  explain  and  which  I  will  gladly 
do  on  request.  My  books  and  papers  are  in  the  hands  of  your 
Executive  Committee,  whose  report  you  will  receive  later  in  the 
session. 

Now,  brethren,  earnestly  wishing  you  a  pleasant  stay  while 
here  at  your  Headquarters,  and  with  assurance  that  Mrs.  Parrott 
and  the  daughters  will  do  their  best  to  make  you  feel  that  they 
are  glad  to  have  you,  and  that  you  are  at  home,  and  that  you  are 
welcome  to  that  which  is  yours,  and  that  I  fully  appreciate  your 
constant  and  unstinted  kindness  to  me,  I  am,

REPORT  ON  LECTURING. 

The  Committee  on  Lecturing  made  the  following  report: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Lecturing,  recommend — 

That  the  State  be  divided  into  eight  Lecture  Districts. 

That  the  State  Lecturer  shall,  with  the  aid  of  the  Secretary, 
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select,  and  the  President  commission,  a  District  Lecturer  for  each 
of  these  eight  Districts. 

That  the  State  Lecturer  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  ad- 
journment of  this  meeting,  proceed  to  the  work  of  organizing  each 
county  in  the  District  now  containing  the  largest  number  of  coun- 
ties organized. 

That  he  shall  as  soon  as  all  the  country  in  said  District  shall 
have  been  organized,  proceed  to  the  organization  of  a  District  Al- 
liance, to  be  composed  of  delegates  from  the  several  county  Alli- 
ances in  said  District. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Lecturer  to  devote  his 
whole  time  to  Alliance  work  in  his  District. 

We  further  recommend  that  printers'  ink,  in  newspaper  form, 
properly  distributed,  would  be  our  most  efficient  aid  in  the  dis- 
semination of  our  principles,  and  we  urge  the  importance  of  the 
establishment  of  such  a  medium  of  communication  between  our 
membership.

RESOLUTION  AS  TO  SALE  OF  ALLIANCE  PROPERTY. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  relating  to 
the  sale  of  the  Alliance  property  at  Hillsboro: 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  the  boys  and  girls  of  North  Caro- 
lina who  are  unable  to  attend  any  college  the  opportunity  of  fit- 
ting themselves  for  the  duties  of  life,  be  it  resolved,  by  the  North 
Carolina  State  Farmers'  Alliance — ■ 

That,  after  submitting  the  matter  to  the  Subordinate  Alliances 
for  their  ratification,  it  is  willing  to  sell  the  Hillsboro  property 
for  a  reasonable  sum  and  invest  a  part  of  the  proceeds  in  the  pur- 
chase of  a  site  for  the  establishment  of  a  Farm  Life  School  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  A.  &  M.  College,  provided  means  sufficient  to  con- 
duct said  school  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  A.  &  M.  College  are  raised;  and  be  it  further — 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  be 
properly  secured  on  account  of  sale  of  said  property. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  meeting  of  the  Subordinate  Alliances 
be  ordered  by  the  President  of  the  State  Alliance  to  act  upon  the 
foregoing  resolution,  and  that  each  individual  member's  vote  be 
recorded,  whether  aye  or  no,  and  the  poll  reported  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Alliance,  and  if  the  majority  vote  be  favorable, 
a  special  meeting  of  the  State  Alliance  to  complete  plans  shall  be 
promptly  called  by  the  President.

Hill  and  Professor  Joyner  immediately  after  the  vote  of  the  Sub- 
Alliances  are  canvassed  and  reported  to  Secretary  Parrott,  to  ar- 
range the  preliminaries  necessary  to  effect  satisfactory  transfer  of 
the  Alliance  property  to  be  transferred  to  Raleigh  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

REPORT  ON  BUSINESS  AGENCY.
